How many have boys 
at the Howard, or girls at the Judson ? Why are not more of them at 
these schools ? Is it because these are not good schools, and j ou prefer 
others? The Male and Female Institute at fcoulton is in your own 
hands. If it is not what you wish it to be, call your trustees to an ac- 
count. If it is not what you wish it to be, and you can not make it such, 
sell it out and invest your money where you think it will do more good. 
"Why stand ye here all the day idle ?" The field is white for the har- 
vest. Speak out and be heard. Let us be honest with each other ; we 
can not afford to be otherwise. 

We will close as we began. We, the Baptists of the Muscle Shoals 
Association, are not doing our duty in the cause of education for our 
children, and for our neighbors' children. 

May he who has said, by his servant, "Train up a child in the wav it 
should go, and when he is old he will not depart therefrom," guide us 
into all truth.

Resolved 2, That this Association is only an advisory body, and 
claims no authority to interfere with the internal affairs of the churches, 
or to exercise any control over them in the management of their inter- 
nal affairs, except in matters where they depart from the faith; and that 
this Association reserves the right to withdraw fellowship from any 
church that departs from the faith, or from the established usages and 
practices of our denomination. 

Resolved 3. That it is the opinion of this Association that it is unbap- 
listic for churches or ministers to recognize as Baptist churches those 
bodies who are excluded members of Baptist churches, believing that 
such recognition is destructive to all church government. 

Resolved 4, That it is the judgment of this Association that when one 
church has a matter of grievance against another church of this Associ- 
ation, it is the duty of the aggrieved church to state to the offending 
church the matter of grievance and ask for redress. If that church wiU 
not hear or right the wrong, then to ask other churches to assist in rec- 
onciling the matter, and if this does not avail, then the matter can be 
brought before the Association for settlement of the question as to 
which of those two churches, if either, the Association will retain in her 
fellowship. In this, however, we, as an Association, do not assume or 
claim to be a court of appeals for the churches, but simply to settle a 
matter of fellowship between consistent members upon gospel princi- 
ples. 

Elder R. T. Weaver read the report on the State of Religion, 
which was adopted, as follows: 

REPORT ON STATE OF RELIGION. 

We, your committee on the State of Religion, make the following re- 
port: The information brought us through the letters from the 
churches shows us that a majority of the churches have been revived. 
A few of them are in a lukewarm condition and are asking for the 
prayers of the Association. The gospel of Christ, which is the power of 
God, is being preached faithfully by our ministers so far as we know,

No doubt but they went into the 
hill country of Judea, thence into the towns and cities, preaching the 
everlasting gospel of the Son of God unto those who sat in darkness 
and in the regions of death. We are proud of the fact that the same 
order of work is being carried out by the Baptists of this, our day. 
Your committee is at somewhat of a loss to say what would be the best 

Elan to accomplish the most good with the limited means we have. 
irethren, the demands upon us now are great, and the responsibilities 
are equally so. As the Stewards of God, should we not put forth an 
extra effort to meet these demands? We have destitution in our hill 
country, and in some of our towns and cities. In this destitution we 
need men, who are Apollos' like, "mighty in the Scriptures; men who 
have the ability to expound the Word of God with simplicity and a 
godly zeal, that will take hold upon the hearts of those with whom they 
come in contact. In conclusion, we would recommend that our Asso- 
ciational Mission work be more concentrated, thereby relieving our 
missionaries of so much traveling, that they may do more preaching 

and mission work.

REPORT ON STATE MISSIONS. 

The spirit of Missions is identical, whether Foreign, Home, State, or 
Associational. Peter was designated as a Home Missionary to the 
Tews, and vet by special miracle he Was sent to open the door ot the 
gospel to the Gentiles. Paul was a "chosen vessel" to labor among 
the heathen, and yet came near suffering death in carrying the gospel 
to his own Jewish people. Jesus Christ gives his ministers plain com- 
mands to preach the gospel "to every creature, and instructs 
and enables his people to furnish those ministers the means wherewith 
to go and preach; for, "How shall thev preach, except they be sent? 
Rom io- 15. Our Savior leaves the details of business to the common 
sense of his people; but because the Bible <'oes not tell us about a 
Foreign or a Home Mission Board, or a State Mission Board, many 
Baptists seem to think it a sin to help those man-made conventions that 
appoint those Boards to send the gospel to the poor and destitute and 
ignorant throughout the world. How can such Baptists indulge in the 
sin of attending as delegates to an Association, or make and keep a 
solemn resolution, (God helping them,) that they will uold meetings of 
their churches regularly once a month, and no more, when God never 
put such a thing as a Baptist Association or a once- a-month meeting on 
a certain Sunday and the Saturday before into his holy Word? How 
dare such Baptists buy a testament for twenty-five, ten, or even nve 
cents, and a Bible for three dollars down to twenty-five cents, from a 
wicked man-made Bible Society, instead of paying old Bible-selling 
prices of from four to five times as much; and even to put those cheap 
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Bibles on their sacred pulpits; and how can they tolerate our mission* 
aries in giving away thousands of Bibles and testaments from a Bible 
Society, that is freely filling foreign and heathen lands with copies of 
the Word of God; when the solemn truth is, that this Holy Book has 
not the name of such a wicked human invention as a Bible Society in 
all its pages? 

But we think that we have the mind and the spirit of Christ, and that 
we ought to be liberal with what God has given to us, and to send the 
word of God, and the preaching of the gospel, to every needy portion 
of our State. For the year ending with the meeting of our State Con- 
vention last July, the Baptists of Alabama contributed over $20,000 to 
benevolent objects; forty-four young ministers were assisted in procuring 
an education; and our paper, the Alabama Baptist, has been patronized 
better than ever. Baptists generally throughout the State are much 
more hearty in support of the objects of our State Convention. The 
ladies also, in many of our churches, are helping by special efforts, in 
good work, in which they ought to have the fullest encouragement. 
We concur heartily in the recommendation of the Secretary of the State 
Board, Bro. W. B. Crumpton, in favor of system in giving, on the part 
of church members; and also as to the duty of every member, young as 
well as old, female as well as male, to give regularly, each for himself 
and herself. A little given regularly, every week, or every month, by 
every member, would soon make our contributions to religious objects 
probably four or five times as much as they commonly are, and no one 
would feel oppressed from giving. There is a constant increase in the 
population and wealth of our State; in many portions of it there is great 
destitution in regard to preaching, both in town and country, and there 
is a great and growing demand lor more enlarged liberality on the part 
of all of our people to supply the population of our State with the 
ministry of the Gospel, and with the Word of God.

am the way, the truth and the life; he that believeth on me shall never 
perish." 

The spirit of foreign missions called forth the words of our Savior: 
"Go ye into all the world and preach the gospel to every creature." All 
nations are to have the gospel. "The gospel of the kingdom shall be 
preached in all the world as a witness to all nations, and then the end 
cometh. " An anti-missionary spirit is an enemy to Christ, for said He, 
«"X e a r e my friends » if ye do whatsoever I command you." Again: 
"He that is not with me is against me." The Foreign Mission (spirit) 
is the legitimate parent of all missions, Home, State and Associational. 
Where Foreign Missions are properly fostered, all will be cared for. 

Yes, the pastor will be supported. Again, this spirit will cause the 
man who God calls to respond, "Here am I, send me." Too many of 
us are saying to the churches, "Here am I, send me a few miles." We 
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as God's called men should say, "Send me any where in the field 
where I may work." 

Brethren, when Judson started out on his grand mission, he looked 
of course to the churches, but beyond he saw a perishing world, and he 
heard the battle cry of the gospel: Go ye! Go ye! Ah! my brethren, 
have we ever heard the divine orders lrom the Son of God, Go ye? 
When it was announced before our convention that some one was 
needed to take the place of our fallen hero on Mexican soil, a Powell 
arose, and said, "I will go," and notwithstanding the martyr's blood 
was not cold on the ground, he entered upon the work, which is being 
blessed of God abundantly, and those converted are contributors of 
more than two dollars per member per annum. 

Brethren, read of the magnitude of the work that lies out before us, 
as the host of God. Turn your eyes to the fields: Brazil, Italy, Mexico, 
China, with almost one third of the population of the entire globe. Oh, 
listen to the cries of Africa as well. All of those vast fields are receiv- 
ing attention at the hands of our Board at Richmond. -Va. Brethren, 
will we arm and go up and possess the land? Jesus said, "The field is 
the world." Can we, who only are giving to the world the gospel as it 
came from our God and King, sit down and allow those nations to die 
without God, and without hope in Jesus' blood? No, brethren, if our 
wives have to follow us, as did Judson's, marking their way by the 
blood of their tender feet. Such reminiscences should call to us to do 
more and better by the poor heathen and the great cause of Foreign 
Missions. More than a thousand million perishing souls stand this day 
_/ crying to you and to me, Come over and help us ere we die and are 

* eternally damned. And now, what will Muscle Shoals Association do? 

God is asking what will you do? Oh! my dear brethren and sisters, 
awake! put on thy strength, put on thy beautiful garments, and go 
upon virgin soil, and do something for the cause of Foreign Missions 
* that will help extend the kingdom of the Son of God on the earthi 
To-day the poor heathen stand on sinking sands, and hold out their 
hands to us in agony and tears, saying, "Save or we perish." Let us 
rally around our Foreign Mission Board, and give to it the money it 
needs, and God will give the men, and soon the world will have the 
gospel. Then will come the Son of Man and all the holy angels with 
him. Come, Lord Jesus; come quickly.

REPORT OF EXECUTIVE BOARD. 

To the Muscle Shoals Association : 

We, your Executive Board, would report, that we had a meeting imme- 
diately after the adjournment of the last Association, and in accordance 
with the instructions of the Association, ascertained what was due from 
us to the State Mission Board.

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REVISED CONSTITUTION. 

We, a part of the Baptist churchts in the State of Alabama, having 
been thrown in the same section of country by the providence of God, 
are convinced of the necessity of a combination of churches to perpet- 
uate a union among us; and to preserve and maintain a correspondence 
with each other, propose to maintain and keep the order and rules of 
an Association of churches, according to the following plan: 

Article i. The Association shall be composed of members chosen 
by the different churches in the uniou, who, on producing letters from 
then respective churches certifying their appointment, shall be entitled 
to seats. 

Art. 2. The letters from the churches shall give the numbers bap- 
tized, received or dismissed by letter. excommunicated.and died during 
the associational year; also, the total number of communicants in the 
several churches, and whatever other information that may be of inter- 
est or desirable to the Association. 

Art. 3. The members thus chosen and convened shall be known by 
the name of the Muscle Shoals Baptist Association, who shall have no- 
power to interfere with the organization or government of the churches,, 
but shall be considered merely an advisory council on questions con- 
cerning organization and government. It is, however, agreed that the 
Association shall have power to exclude any church or churches from 
the union who shall hold doctrines not set forth in the declaration of 
faith. 

Art. 4. Every church in the union shall be entitled to three dele- 
gates. Should any church fail to represent herself, she shall state the 
cause in her letter to the next Association. 

.• Ar J' i 5v A ch . urch ma y be admitted into the union, who shall petiti- 
Mon by letter and delegates, if upon examination she is found orthodox 
and orderly, and the reception shall be manifested by the Moderator 
giving the hand of fellowship. 

Art. 6. The Association shall elect annually a Moderator and Clerk 
Jrom her delegates. The Moderator shall preside over her delibera- 
tions, preserve order, and see that the rules of order are faithfully ob- 
served; decide all questions of order without debate, subject to an 
appeal to the Association by the request of any two members; give the 
casting vote when the Association is equally divided. The Clerk shall 
take correct minutes of the proceedings of the Association, and super- 
intend their putt-cation and distribution among the churches. 

Art. 7. Any query or queries concerning the union, or state of the 
churches that is sent to the Association by a church, must be included, 
in her letter. Such queries may be also presented by an individual 
delegate. In such case, upon motion made and seconded, such query 
or queries shall be answered as soon as an opportunity will permit 

Art. 8. The Association shall adopt that plan for raising an associ- 
ational fund to defray her expenses which she in her wisdom judees 
to be most successful and acceptable to the churches generally, which 
fund shall be deposited in the hands of the Treasurer, who shall be ac- 
countable to the Association for said fund of money, and shall Dav it 
out as she directs. — ■" 

Art. 9. The Association shall adopt the declaration of faith con- 
tained in the Baptist Church Manual by Rev. J. Newton Brown, pub- 
lished by the American Baptist Publication Society in Philadelphia, as- 
her declaration of faith. p ' 
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Art. io. All questions shall be decided by the vote of a majority, 
except the case mentioned in another section of this constitution. 

Art. ii . The A ssociation shall select, annually, one of her minister* 
to preach the introductory sermon to, and a delegate to write tne cir- 
cular letter for, the next session of the Association. „„,„„„,! 

Art. 12 The Minutes of the Association shall be read, approved, 
and signed by the Moderator and Clerk before the Association "ses. 

Art r$. No alterations of this Constitution shall be made without 
an affirmative vote of two-thirds of the members present at an annual 
meeting, nor unless the same shall have been proposed at a previous 
annual meeting. 

RULES OF DECORUM. 

i. The Association shall be opened and closed by prayer. 

2. But one person shall speak at a time, and he shall rise and ad- 
dress the Moderator, and he shall not proceed until his name is called 
by that officer. If more than one member shall rise to speak at the 
same time the Moderator shall determine who shall speak hrst. 

3. No member shall be interrupted while speaking, unless he depart 
from the subject under discussion, or use words of personal reflection. 

4. Every motion, made and seconded, shall come under considera- 
tion of the Association. A mover may not modify or withdraw his own 
motion, after discussion, if any member object, without a formal vote; 
nor may a mover accept an amendment to his proposition after discus- 
sion, without its being passed by vote, if any member object. A 
mover shall reduce his proposition to writing at the request of the 
Moderator or any member. 

5. When a motion has been regularly announced by the Moderator 
no other motion shall be received, except to amend, to substitute, or to 
lay upon the table definitely or indefinitely. But a motion for adjourn- 
ment shall always be in order, except when a member is speaking or 
the house voting. t ... . e *. . 

6. When a question has been taken up, after allowing time for the de- 
bate, the Moderator shall put the question to the vote of the Association, 
first in the affirmative, and then in the neeative. Those voting in the 
affirmative shall say "aye," those in the negative, "nay. If the de- 
cision be doubtful, the members voting in the affirmative shall hrst rise 
and stand to be counted, then those in the negative. The decision thus 
made shall be immediately announced by the Moderator. 

7. No member shall absent himself without permission from the 
Moderator. , .. 

8. No member shall speak more than twice upon the same subject 
without the consent of the Moderator, unless it be to correct when mis- 
understood. . 

9. TheJModerator shall be allowed to speak as other members, pro- 
vided he appoint some member to fill the chair while speaking. 

10. These rules may be amended at any regular meeting of the As- 
sociation by the vote of two-thirds of the members present. 
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Remarks — +As per last report. Total number of churches. 44; total membership, 3,086. Total contributions: For Missions, $582.8.5; for Ministerial Education, $70.05 from churches, and $15 
from Sunday-schools, making $85.05; Minute Fund, $30.65; public collection, $7.15; for Decatur sufferers, $53.00. Contributions from individual members: For Missions, $68 50; for Education, 
$26.75. Total for Missions, $658.50; for Education, $111.80. Church expenses and building, $2,350. The amount for church building is not reported except from two churches. We 
know of five new church houses erected during the past year.
